IMPORTS GAIN IN 
ELEVEN MONTHS 


‘Total 403, 677 Tons:| 
November’® Imports 
Under ’26 Mark 


EW YORK, Dec. 
Total importations 
crude rubber into the United | 
States for the first elev en | 
months of the current year 
were 403,677 tons, a gain of 
24,618 tons, or 6.5 per cent., 
over the _ corresponding 
period of 1926. : 
Importations of rubber for 
November were 40,984 tons, 123 
tons less. than for November, 1926. 
These figures were compiled by 
the Rubber Association of Amer- 
ica, Inc., in its report, just issued, 
covering figures for November. 
From various sources there were 
imported 396 tons of waste, 98 tons 
of Balata and 1,187 tons of miscel- 
laneous gums during November. 
Arrivals of crude rubber at At- 
lantic ports during November 
amounted to 37,857 tons, distributed 
as follows: New York, 36,260 tons; 
Boston, 1,437 tons; Philadelphia, 137 
tons, and Baltimore, 23 tons. 


Crude rubber arrivals at Pacific | 


Coast ports totaled 444 tons, dis- | 
tributed as follows: Los Angeles, 
362 tons; San Francisco, 73 tons, 
and Portland, 9 tons. Tite figures 
given in the Rubber 
report represent long tons.

AN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.— 
The increase in motor vehicle 

registrations in California this 
year is above the average for the 
nation, according to figures for 
the first six months furnished by 
the Federal Bureau of Public 
Roads. 


Motor vehicle registraticns in the | 
United States increased 7 per cent. | 
during the first six months of 1927 | 
over the same period last year. | 
California’s increase was 8.6 per 
cent., further strengthening this 
state’s position as second in motor 
vehicle registration, exceeded only 
by New York. California’s six 
months registration total was 1,- 
704,987, while four ohter states— 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, [llinois and 
Michigan—were also above the mil- 
lion mark.

“You inquired recently concerning the attitude 
of this company in respect to the Federal excise tax 
levied upon automobiles. 

“The products of the Ford and Lincoln companies 
are sold at a list price plus freight, handling and ex- 
cise tax. If the excise tax law is repealed such tax 
will no longer be included in our price, and accord- 
ingly the purchasers of the products will receive the 
benefit. 

“It is our understanding that excise taxes were 
originally levied to raise revenue for war purposes. 
In view of the fact that that need is long since past 
and that practically all other articles have been re- 
lieved of excise taxes we feel strongly the same relief 
should be extended to automobiles. If seems to us 
that the continuance of the Federal excise tax upon 
automobiles represents discriminatory legislation 
against an article which today forms an essential part 
of the nation’s necessary transportation facilities. We 
believe, too, that the Federal excise tax works an 
undue hardship upon users of automobiles for the 
reason that such automobiles are also subject to local 
‘taxation by states either in the form of license fees or 
property taxes, and the use of them is further bur- 
dened in many states through state taxes upon motor 
fuels consumed.” 

Immediate action is necessary on the part of dealers in 
order to organize a protest from purchasers on their books, 
because Congress is now in session and the tax repeal ques- 
tion will be one of the first considered by our national legis- 
lative body.
